THE VULTURES HOVERED NEAR 


There was marvelous cooperation and coordination all the 
way around at the scene of Sunday night’s tragic train-bus 
collision. 

Sheriff’s deputies from San Bernardino, Los Angeles and 
Riverside counties responded immediately as did officers from 
the California Highway Patrol, the Ontario and Upland police 
department and the fire departments of both cities. 

The Ontario Disaster Council proved its worth in furnish- 
ing volunteer workers immediately. The showing made by Up- 
land’s San Antonio Community Hospital would put a metro- 
politan hospital to shame. 

Commendation all the way around is due the hard workers 
who gave up their Sunday night rest to render aid and comfort 
to the maimed in the tragedy and to assist in the identification 
of the dead. 

Cooperation came unasked from every quarter — except 
from the ghoulish fools who came to gawk. 

Sunday night curious bystanders flocked to the scene by 
the hundreds, attracted by the smell of blood and morbid curio- 
sity. 

They elbowed aside rescue workers intent on saving the 
lives of those who miraculously survived the collision. - 

They milled around the bodies of the dead, gawking and 
giggling, making a carnival out of a carnage and hampering all 
those who were endeavoring to be of assistance. 

Their automobiles blocked roadways needed for ambulance 
fersage and their voices drowned out the explanations of eye- 
witnesses and officers who were attempting to unravel the com- 
plicated story of the collision. 

And yet wher, all the injured had been removed to the 
hospital. When those killed had been taken to the mortuaries 
for identification and the Union Pacific train had moved on— 
the onlookers. remained, greedily scavenging the death scene 
for gruesome souvenirs. 

As late as yesterday afternoon the vulture flock still 
hovered at Archibald avenue and Highway 60, picking over the 
debris for souvenirs and quarreling over the find.

Hurricane Moves

Tucker Loses 
Huge War Plant 


CHICAGO (UP) — Preston 
Tucker Sr. lost his huge war plant 
yesterday as he and seven asso- 
ciates went on trial for alleged 
fraud in the $28,000,000 financing 
of his rear-engine automobile. 

While he and his associates ap- 
peared in one federal court, in an- 
other, Federal Judge Michael L. 
Igoe signed an order returning the 
sprawling $172,000,000 structure 
on Chicago’s south side to the War 
Assets Administration. 

Under the order, the court-ap- 
pointed Tucker trustees are given 
60 days to try to sell the 10-year 
lease on the plant, Tucker's option 
to buy it for $30,000,000, and the 
machinery inside the building.

Chinese Reds 
In New Drive 


HONG KONG (UP) — Chinese 
Communist armies today launched 
what may be their long-awaited 
offensive in south China. On the 
outcome may depend the fate of 
Canton and possibly that of the 
hard-pressed Nationalist govern- 
ment. 

Reports from China indicated 
that the Reds had begun the big 
push with a two-pronged drive on 
Kukong, strategic communication 
center 118 miles north of Canton.

The Reds, whose assault 
forces in the area are said to num- 
ber more than 35,000, were re- 
ported within 20 miles of Kukong 
and the sound of battle was clear- 
ly audible within the city. 
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WASHINGTON (UP)—The 
administration escaped a com- 
plete rout on its compromise 
farm bill last night when the 
senate voted 41 to 29 to return 
the controversial legislation to 
the agriculture committee for 
redrafting. 

The move to recommit the bill, 
with instructions to report a new 
measure within 48 hours, came 
after vice-president Alben W. 
Barkley, siding with the opposi- 
tion, broke a tie to put across 
;Over administration protests an 
amendment for permanent high 
price supports. 

Sen. Clinton P. Anderson, D., 
N. M., charging that this decision 
would cost the government at 
least $2,000,000,000 next year, de- 
manded that the bill be sent back

Myrtle William’s name in the con- 
stitution as first choice for the 
first welfare director. The office 
was to be elective from 1950 on. 

The repealer however does not 
propose doing away with some of 
the major benefits of the new plan. 
In reestablishing the former so- 
cial welfare law (which the legis- 
lature would have power to 
amend) No. 2 provides for retain- 
ing the present $75 monthly for 
needy aged and $85 for needy 
blind. More would be payable up- 
on showing of need.
